President's  Award,  Homecoming  1986 

ELDER  NAPOLEON  B.  SMITH  '16 

I,  h.  B.  Smith,  went  into  the  "work"  the 
first  day  of  1917  in  Columbia,  South 
Carolina.  From  there  I  was  sent  to  pastor  the 
Camden,  South  Carolina  Church.  I  wasn't 
there  long  before  I  was  enlisted  in  the  U.S. 
Army.  My  time  came  to  meet  with  the  Local 
Board  for  induction.  This  was  to  take  place 
immediately.  There  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion between  me  and  the  men  on  the 
Board,  as  to  whether  I  should  be  drafted  in 
the  army  as  I  was  a  minister.  At  that  time 
only  ordained  ministers  were  excused  from 
army  duty.  I  had  not  yet  been  ordained  so 
was  requested  to  go. 

After  my  induction,  I  was  tried  beyond 
measure.  Army  officers  attempted  to  see 
how  much  trouble  they  could  give  me  about  Sabbath  keeping  and  not  bearing  arms.  Of 
course,  I  stood  for  my  religious  belief  and  for  having  done  so  I  was  severely  persecuted.  I 
was  put  in  prison.  (The  prison  was  a  tent  full  of  holes,  near  the  river  and  unhealed)  It  was 
very  cold.  I  suffered  but  I  could  take  it,  because  I  kept  in  mind  why  I  was  there  and  I  could 
take  it!  Guards  would  escort  me  to  get  my  meals  and  bring  me  back  to  jail.  After  1  was  in 
prison  for  a  while  and  would  always  refuse  to  go  out  to  work  when  they  called  me  (They 
would  call  me  to  work  on  the  Sabbath)  I  was  taken  before  high  ranking  army  officers  to 
answer  for  my  faith.  They  questioned  me  severely  but  God  gave  me  the  answers.  After 
the  session,  they  sent  me  back  to  jail.  Witnessing  the  stand  I  took,  they  gave  me  my 
privilege  to  go  into  town  on  Sabbath.  They  bought  the  best  of  foods  that  I  said  I  wanted. 
Truly  God  was  with  me! 

I  returned  to  Camden  after  my  army  discharge,  but  to  my  sorrow  the  believers  were 
all  gone,  some  by  death  and  otherwise.  From  there  I  was  sent  to  Wilson.  INorth  Carolina. 
In  those  days  we  were  required  to  pastor  several  churches.  I  had  from  three  to  si.x  chur- 
ches at  one  time.  Somehow  God  gave  me  strength  to  do  so.  Some  Sabbaths.  1  would 
preach  to  three  churches  that  day. 

The  churches  I  pastored  in  Morth  Carolina  included:  Asheville.  Winston  Salem. 
Charlotte,  High  Point,  Salisbury,  Greensboro,  Durham,  Raleigh,  Fayetteville,  Laurin- 
burgh,  Wilmington,  Lumbarton,  Goldsboro,  La  Grange,  Rocky  Mount,  Wilson.  Mewbern. 
Kinston;  in  fact  all  the  churches  in  the  state. 

In  South  Carolina  my  pastorates  were  Greensville,  Columbia,  Sumter.  Charleston.  St. 
Stephen,  Marion,  Florence,  Darlington,  Orangeburg,  Hemingway.  Greenwood,  and 
others. 

My  churches  in  Georgia  were  at  Mason,  Rome,  Fitzehall.  etc. 

In  Tennessee:  Chattanooga,  Knoxville,  Morristown,  and  Cleveland. 

This  is  some  of  the  work  I  have  done.  Many,  many  souls  were  baptized  as  a  result  of  my 
labor.

While  at  home  recuperating  from  surgery  in  January,  1980,  she  was  called  to  return 
to  the  Conference  Office  to  work.  She  had  now  made  the  full  cycle,  and  was  back  where 
she  started  —  in  the  Lord's  work.
